DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references teach (alone or in combination) all the limitations together, 
within the independent claims 1, 39 and 46. For example, the independent claims 
contain limitations, regulating a second group of network traffic of the network, 
also being serviced by said first router, by blocking the second group to assist the 
first router in meeting the service level for the first group of network traffic and 
nullify a denial of service attack involving the first router, the second group of 
network traffic being separate and distinct from said first group of network traffic. 
Applicants' arguments [filed 09/09/08, pg. 7-8] are considered persuasive to the 
limitations of this claim over the prior art of record. Examiner agrees that the 
limitations of the independent claims are allowable subject matter over the prior 
art, in light of the specification, with regulating a second group of network traffic 
of the network, also being serviced by said first router, by blocking the second 
group to assist the first router in meeting the service level for the first group of 
network traffic and nullify a denial of service attack involving the first router, the 
second group of network traffic being separate and distinct from said first group 
of network traffic [Specification, pages 9-14]. Most prior art teaches a group of 
resources/servers are distributed for continuing service, quality of service through 
efficient handling of the number of network traffic, but not use a networking 
device (i.e. router) handling two data streams and then, based on the quality of 
service for one data stream, modulating the other data stream. Therefore, the

combination of the limitations, within its environment, is allowable subject matter, 
in light of the specification and in view of the Applicants' persuasive arguments. 
The independent claims 1 , 39 and 46 (and their dependent claims) are allowable, 
since the claim language discloses this combination of limitations in accordance 
with the specification, over the prior art of record. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. Claims 1-2,4,6-16,39-42 and 46 are allowed.
